GEORGIA S ABORIGINES BEGGING 
AT WASHINGTON. 


The Orphans of the Creek Indians With Whom 
the Indian Springs Treaty Was Made 
Claim 8$350,000 un Acecunt of Depre- 
ciated Bonds—A. R. Spofford. 


Wasmitxcton, March 21.—In 1825, Georgia 
was pretty well settled. The white man had 
begun to crowd his red brother, gradually 
driving him to the west. The lovely lands 
held by. the Creeks tempted the grasping 
usurper, and, as usual, he proceeded to take 
them. The treaty at Indian Springs moved 
the brave but failing tribe into Alabama, there 
to rest. a little while before 
march toward the setting sun. 
Creeks left Georgia and received compensa- 
tion, such as it was, for their lands, they had 
among them a number of orphan children 
entitled to large quantities of land, then to 
be had almost for the asking, now — 
enough to be measured by the rood, and in 
spots treasured foot by foot. 
of these lands was 
the hands of the 


placed in 


heirs. The little sum originally given in this 
trust. would, at 5 per cent interest, now 
amount to about $350,000, The few Creek 
orphans have gone to the happy hunting 
gaounds long avo, and are not troubled’ as_ to 
finances now, but of the fourteen thousand 
persons now constituting that once mighty 
tribe one thousand and _ forty-three 
descended from the orphans given into the 
care of the president. They come now and 
ask for their heritage. Where is it? The in- 
vestment seems to have been made, not in 
United States bonds, but in securities of Vir- 
ginia and Tennessee. As these states havea 
new philosophy of debt-paying not under- 
stood by the world as meaning dollac for 
dollar in the old = fogy fashion, their 
bonds are not toward the topnotch of the 
market. Here we find but about $50,000 of 
the orphan tund. There is evidence, how- 
ever, that the government used this money 
rather carelessly during the late war. A big 
part of it furnished material for a benevolent 
scheme to feed and clothe a horde of destitute 
Indians and negroes in Kansas. Other mis- 
appropriations are claimed and now the heirs 
of the Creek orphans ask for $390,000, the 
amount they figure out as due them, or some- 
thing like 3390 apiece. 

THE CREEK'S CLAIM. os 

Mr. Tuggle, of Georgia, represents their 
claim. <A bill to pay itis now before the sen- 
ate and John Sherman is opposing it vigor- 
ously, while most of the finance committee 
seem to be in favor of it. Several prominent 
Creeks have been here to aid in getting 
the money if possible, and to their tribe 
this is a question of great importance. 
This claim suggests to me the loneliest being 
of all humanity’s big and varied family. An 
Indian orphan! The two superlatives of help- 
lessness and misery tied like twin millstones 
around the neck of one unfortunate! 
the eagle-eyed, giant limbed kings : 
forest had to give way to the ceaseless onset ol 
a power too subtle for their brawn and too 
quick for their brute courage, what caance 
bad the poor orphans? Placing the scanty 
price of their birthright with child like con- 
fidence in the hands of the great father of the 
pale face they fell in fortune’s golden way 
and bequeathedin after years to their chil- 
dren a tew bad bonds, and that most expen- 
sive of our civilized luxuries, a government 
claim. I hope they will get their money. 
No fear of their getting too much. Our 
policy has never been lable 
to the charge of extravagance in 
this direction, though its lavish use of powder 
and lead has now and then been the com- 
plaint of some weak-nerved sentimentalist. 

A LIVE ENCYCLOPEDIA. 

Since the engineers have declared the plan

Mr. Spofford is one ol 
the institutions of Washington, though he 
seems to be. modestly unaware of it.

He is sought a thousand 
times a day. He comes to the relief of the 
graye statesman halting in some mighty 
scheme of finance or hesitating in the archi- 
tecture of some new national policy. Next 
to this august visitor waits a timid school 
girl searching after material for her ‘‘origi- 
nal’ compgsition. Between the two extremes 
come every motive of knowledge hunting 
and every whim of curiosity. From this ex- 
haustiess store all are supplied. Spofford is 
the only real unabridged encyclopedia in the 
vast sweep of books he seems to’ have boiled 
down to the confines of one small head. His 
familiar figure is seen around the capitol 
every day; never still, going always In a — 
ping walk and keeping time with it in a low 
mumble, telling over, though too indistinctly 
to be heard, some Chaldee conversation or de 
fining the newest theory fof our modern pro- 
lific scierice. Spofford cannot possibly be a 
politician. He knows too much about either 
party to be caught in it, [ am sure. ‘ 

The new library building will be opposite 
the capitol. Of course it will be costly. The 
government is economical and spends a great 
deal of money in its buildings so that when 
our great grand children shail take charge of 
affairs these structures will just be mellowing 
off their vulgar newness, and will have grown 
noble from those associations time’s conse- 
crating touch alone can leave.

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WOOD PULP TALK. 


Mr. Miller, of New York, Charges that Southern Sen- 
au“ Do Not Represent their People. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—In the debate in 
the Senate, yesterday, on the tariff commis- 
sion bill, the coming position of the south on 
the issues produced by tariff legislation was 
freely discussed. Among other incidents of 
the debate was a passage between Senator 
Miller, of New York, (Conkling’s successor), 
and Senator Morgan, of Alabama. Senator 
Miller, in giving some reasons for his belief 


views on 
this issue, they would be left at home. 
A WOOP PULP SUGGESTION, 

Mr. Morgan—Let me interrupt the gentle- 
man toask whether he expects that any of 
the membérs who will be returned from tne 
south will be in favor of a tariff on wood 
pulp? 

Mr. Miller—I had hoped that, as a new mem- 
ber and one unaccustomed to publie speaking, 
Ll would be permitted to make my argument 
on this question without interruption, but as 
the senator has seen fit to bring into this de- 
bate a personal question, and to fling at me a 
thrust which has been thrown at me by all the 
newspapers of this country, I say to him that 
l am ready to meet it, andif he thinks to cow 
me or to drive me from. my position by any 
such accusation as that, he mistakes his man, 
I have said nothing about wood pulp, but I 
repeat to the gentleman that I believe the 
people of the south, of Georgiaand Alabama. 
who are deeply interested in the manufacture 
of cotton and iron, will see to it that they are 
represented here by men who believe in the 
development of the great resources of our 
beautiful south. 

Mr. Morgan—If the senator will indulge 
me— 

Mr. Miller, declining to yield, appealed to 
the chair for a vindication of hisrights to the 
floor. 

The chair overruled the attempted inter- 
rupted, and Mr. Miller resumed. He said 
he wotld answer questions in regard to wcod 
pulp or any other manufacturing industry of 
which he had any knowledge upon the con- 
clusion of hisargument, and finally concluded 


about wood pulp. 
A MONOPOLY IN THE ARTICLE. 

Mr. Morgan replied that he had now no 
query to make; that when the senator inti- 
mated that southern members did not repre 
sent their people, and°would be supplanted at 
the November election by protectional advo. 
cates, in other words, that the democratic 
party of the south would be overthrown, he 
put to him the question whether in that sena- 
tor’s opirion the new members would come 
instructed to vote on the question of the 
wood pulp tariff on that article that was upon 
the statute book; but the senator construed 
the inquiry as apersonal allusion. If the 
senator was so much identified with the tarift 
on wood pulp that no one could discuss it 
Without making the allusion personal to him- 
self, then perhaps the inquiry ought not to 
have been mace. 

A WORD TO THE PRESS, 

Mr. Miller said he confessed his inability to 
understand the matter as partaking of any 
other than a personal nuture, but took. no 
offense at it. The business of paperand wood 
pulp manufacture, in which he was engaged, 
he believed to be quite as honorable as any 
which engaged the attention of gentlemen in- 
terested in breaking down our manufactures 
and thereby reducing American laborers’ 
wages. He added, that by the operations of 
patents and of tariff the business was oppress- 
ively burdened, and that he wanted to say, 
through the press of the country that had de- 
nounced him for being engaged in the busi- 
ness, that the time would come when it would 
realize that the efforts put forth by himself 
and his associates had done more than all oth. 
ers to solve the question of cheap paper and 
cheap books.

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LONGFELLOWV’'S ILLNESS. 


The Illness Which Led the Poet to His Death. 

Boston, March 25.—Saturday last Longfel- 
low was out part of the afternoon, walking 
upon the piazza, and going into the house, 
complained of being slightly cold. At dinner 
he was suddenly taken ill, and soon after 
went to his room, and in ashort time had a 
violent attack of-vertigo. Sunday he com- 
plained of severe pains in the stomach, and 
opiates were administered to allay the trouble, 
and induce sleep. His condition seemed 
somewhat improved, until Monday, when 
dangerous symptoms became manifest, and 
the family were seriously alarmed. Tuesday 
morning, these symptoms assumed an aggra- 
vated form, and it became evident that death 
was near. Wednesday and Thursday, how- 
ever, there was aslight improvement anla 
disposition to- sleep almost continually. 
During the atternoon and evening of 
Thursday he talked a great deal on various 
topics, and seemed to recover a large portion 
of his usual bright and cheerful. disposition. 
Later in the night he beeame partially uncon- 
scious and restless: This morning he revived, 
though his talk was somewhat incoherent. 
This condition continued until about an hour 
before his death, when he again became un- 
conscious and so continued until the last, a 
little past three o’clock, suffering but little 
pain. Apparently, the immediate cause of 
death was peritonitis. All the family were 
present at the time of dissolution. The 
people of Cambridge were apprised of his 
death by the fire bells tolling his age, sev- 
enty-five years, one stroke for each year. 
Longfellow had not been in good health 
since the death of his intimate friend, Pro- 
fessor Agassiz. That event wasa great shock 
to him, and from it he never fully recovered. 
For nearly two years afterwards his health 
was a source of anxiety. He was unable, dur- 
ing that time, to enjoy his feod, owing to 
impaired digestion, and lived entirely on 
bread and milk.

Lonpon, March 24.—The Times says: The 
news of Longfellow’s death will be read with 
deep regret wherever the English language 1s 
teen aay The death of no literary English- 
man couid excite more genuine sorrow than 
that of the much-loved author of ‘Evangel- 
ine.’

The News, 
Standard and Telegraph speak in equally 
graceful terms of Longfellow.

SHIPHERD’S CHARTER. 


WHERE JACOB’S PERUVIAN «COM- 
PANY CAME FROM. 


An Interview With the Lawyer Who Succeeded in 
Getting the Document Desired—A Copy of the 
Charter—What Colonel Hoge Knows 
About Mr. Shipherd. 


‘Colonel Hoge,’ said a ConsTITU TION repre- 
sentative yesterday, ‘‘I see you are mentioned 
as one of Shipherd’s partners in the Peruvian 
question. Please tell me something about 
ar 
‘Well, the facts relating to my connection 
with the Peruvian company are very easily 
and briefly teld. 

‘Last year Mr. Jacob R. Shipherd, of New 
York, wrote me asking whether it would be 
possible to procure from our legislature a 
special charter with omnibus powers for cer- 
tain capitalists who were planning very con- 
operations of an_ international 
character. His attention was directed to 
Georgia by the circumstance that there was 
here no constitutional difficulty in the way of 
granting special charters, while nearly all the 
other states had general laws regulating the 
organization of all corporations and the pow- 
ers granted by these general laws were not 
such as would cover the scope and yariety of 
their business transactions. I replied to him 
calling attention to the constitutional pro- 
vision denying all right to the legislature to 
grant corporate powers to private companies, 
except for certain purposes specifically enu- 
merated. He forwarded then a draft of the 
charter desired, »nd this can be found, I pre- 
sume, amongst the papers of the 
last session of the general assembly. 
We became satisfied after further eo 
dence that the charter asked was not such an 
one as couid constitutionally be granted by 
the legislature, but fell within the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the courts. Still a charter 
from the legislature was deemed essential, be- 
ing the act of amore august tribunal and 
one more likely to command confidence 
everywhere. 

Knowing that the constitution of 1868 did 
not so closely restrict the general assembly as 
does the one now of force it occurred to me to 
scan the acts of the legislature for several 
years, beginning with 1868, in hope of find- 
ing «a charter that might be obtained and 
made to serve the purpose. In this way 
I found the act of October .24, 1870. 
entitled ‘An act to incorporate the Contrac- 
tors’ Association,’ printed in the acts of 15870, 
page 236, This was submitted to Mr. Ship- 
herd, and after it had been carefully consid- 
ered by eminent corporative counsel in New 
York, and prenounced sufficient for the pur- 
poses of the company, I went to Dalton, where 
ail the corporators resided, and, upon terms 
mutually agreeable tothe corporators and the 
parties whom [ represented, effected a transfer 
of the franchise to the gentlemen whose names 
were furnished me by Mr. Shipherd.”’ 

‘‘Have you acopy of that charter, Colonel?” 

“Yes; it reads; 

An act to incorporate the Contractors’ Association. 

Section 1. be itenacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, That Duff Green, Charles P. 
Gordon, William P. Chester, Benjamin E. Green, 
and Matthew R. Bonner, and such other persons as 
they may associate with them, and the owners of 
the shares herein authorized to be issued, be and 
they are hereby made a body politic and corporate 
under the name and style of The Contractors’ Asso- 
ciation, and under that name may purchase, have, 
hold, possess, and acquire, by any lawful means, 
any estate, real and personal, and the same may 
use, let, lease, sell, mortgage, transfer and convey, 
and may sue and be sued, plead and be im- 
pleaded, contract and be contracted’ with, 
and have, possess, and enjoy all ihe rights, powers, 
franchises, and privileges which are or may be 
necessary or proper forthem to have, use, possess, 
exercise, and enjoy, to enable them, as a company, 
to manufacture iron and steel, and any and every 
other article and commodity whatsoever, and also 
to contract for the construction of houses, bridges, 
railroads, canals, and any other work and improve- 
ment, public or private; and to do and perform 
whatsoever may be proper for them to doin furth- 
erance of their contracts so made, and to enable 
them to make their labor available in the proper 
development of their property and fulfilment of 
tneir contracts, 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That the capital 
stock ot the company shall consist of shares of ten 
dollars each, and when fifiy thousand dollars shall 
have been subscribed and the payment satisfac- 
torily secured, the subscribers, in person or by 
proxy, may organize the company by the election 
of-five or more directors, and the directors for the 
tithe being may for and in behalf of the company 
exercise, have,and enjoy all the rights, powers, 
franchises, and privileges which are herein 
given to said company, and may make by-laws 
rulesand regulations forthe management of the 
business and affairsof the company. and may from 
time to time increase the resources of the company 
by borrowing money on a p'edge of their property, 
or without such pledge, or by new subscripiion, 
and the shareholders shall be bound, each for him- 
self or herself, to pay the sums by them respective- 
ly due upon the shares held by them; and the 
sums then due or to become dufe having been paid, 
such shareholders shall not be liable for any further 
payment on account of such shares. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the by-laws 
may prescribe the number of and the manner in 
which the directors, officers and agents of the compa- 
ny shall be appointed,and may prescribe their terms 
of service, powers, duties, and ee and 
untila further organization is made, the persons 
named in section 1 shall be a board of directors, a 
majority of whom are hereby authorized to act 
with all the rights, powers, franchises, and privil- 
eges herein given to the caid company. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That the said com- 
pany shall have an office in this state, and the di- 
rectors from time to time may organize and estab- 
lish local or branch associations in this state and 
in the other states and in Europe and elsewhere, 
and may from time to time enact by-laws and regu- 
lations for the management of the business of the 
local or branch associations, and prescribe the 
number of their oflicers and agents, and designate 
their powers, duties, and compensation. And the 
p"incipal association and each local or branch asso- 
ciation shall be under the management of directors 
chosen by the shareholders of such associations 
respectively, and shall have like powers, franchises, 
aud privileges as are herein granted to the 
principal association, subject to the limita- 
tion and restrictions prescribed by the 
directors of the principal associ- 
ation, And the profits accruing on the business o 
the several associations shall be divided among the} 
shareholders of the association in which such 

rofits may accrue in the proportion of the shares 
1eld by them respectively in such associations. 
And the principal association and each. local or 
branch association shall be responsible for and 
bound to pay the sums due upon the obligations 
and contracts by them respectively entered into, 
but neither the principal association nor any of 
the local or branch associations shall be liable for 
or bound to pay the sums due upon the obligations 
orcontracts of any other association, unless by 
contract they shall have agreed to becom? liable 
therefor. 

Sec. 5. Be itfurther enacted, That this act shall 
take effect and be in force from and after its pas- 
sage for thirty years and untii it shall thereafter be 
modified or repealed, and acts and parts of acts 
conflicting with the provisions of this act are 
hereby repealed.

Briefly stated 
itisthis: In 1833 the government of Peru 
by published decree promised to every dis- 
coverer of valuable deposits of guano upon 
the public domain a premium of one-third 
of the discovery. Two Frenchmen, Cochet 


fortunes in explorations and made many 
valuable discoveries that were duly recog- 
nized. : 

From the deposits discovered by them the 
government has exported guano for many 
years without accounting to them for the 
one-third to which they are entitled. The 
claims of Cochet and Landreau are now held 
by the Peruvian company. It asks Peru to 
account for one-third of the guano taken 
from the deposits discovered by them and to 
allow a representative of the company to take 
account of all that may hereafter be re- 
moved. y

Large Pertions of Ready for the Tiller— Reports

é PLANTATIONS UNDER WANTER. 

* The steamer Trilentary bas arrived from 
Steele’s bayou. She reports the Greenfield 
plantation of Colonel E. D. Richardson fully 
under a half afoot of water, at least 1,000 
acres, and that on Captain L. B. Cowen’s 
Esperanza place there is fully 6,000 acres out. 
sut a slight fall is reported in the lower por- 
tion of the bayou. 

THE RATIONS CONSUMED. 

The government rations forwarded to Sher- 
iff Dennis from New Orleans to the distressed 
people of Madison parish, have all been dis- 
tributed and consumed. They were insuf- 
ficient, as there were about 15,000 rations for 
3,000 people. The water in Tallulah is four 
and a half feet deep and rising at the rate of 
one inch in twenty-four hours. The 
mounds in that region that have not 
been covered by water since 1544, are now 2 
feet under. At Waverly station the water is 
rising at a rate of 10 inches in 24 hours. The 
steamers Josephine, Spengler and Sallie Car- 
ney, and some barges, were at Tallulah yes- 
terday taking on stock. The depot building 
at Tallulah, and the gin houses on the Briscoe 
and Wall’s plantations, are crowded with 
people and stock. The steamer Deer Creek, 
from Estelle’s bridge, arrived here at 8 o'clock 
last night. She brings more encouraging re- 
ports from the upper Deercreek. From Ar- 
cola, which is about 150 miles up that 
stream, down to  Phelps’s_ place, forty 
miles below there is but a small portion of 
the plantations under water.

there is much suffering, owing to the scarcity 
of grain and hay. Thisriver is falling rap- 
idly. 
THE LOSS ALONG THE YAZOO 

Sr. Louris, March 23,— Abou’ $3,000 in money 
and a large amount of provisions and cloth- 
ing have been raised here for the benefit of 
the sufferers by the overflow of the Mississipi 
rivers. Captain Lee, in charge of the govern- 
ment relief expedition up the Sunflower and 
Yazoo rivers, estimates tle total loss of hogs 
in Yazoo county, and the loss of 
cattle at fully 75 per cent, and 
the fencing with many of the smaller 
houses, is destroyed. He recommends that 
the distribution of rations be continued for 
at least two weeks at Johnsville, and three 
weeks in the lower Yazoo country, by which 
time he thinks work will be begun in the fields, 
and then the people can probably take care 
of themselves. Seventy thousand rations a 
week will be needed until the water subsides, 
so that the people can get to work. 

RATIONS PURCHASED IN NEW ORLEANS 

NeW ORLEANS, March 25.—Mayor White- 
head, by order of the secretary of war, pur- 
chased during the week 75,000 pounds of 
bacon, 2,000 barrels of flour, and 2,500 bar- 
relsofcornmeal. These supplies have been 
turned over to the Louisiana commissioners, 
who are distributing them to the sufferers. 

The river here remains eight inches below 
the high water mark of 1874. 
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THE BELL MURDER. 


An Alleged Clue te the 
From the New York Sun. 

Boston, March 17.—The indications to-night 
are that the mystery of Mrs. Bell’s murder 
will be speedily solved. It is the opinion of 
those to whom the following facts are known 
that she was the victim of an irresponsible 
lunatic, who this morning figured in a signifi- 
cant street episode.

The Body of the Woman Found in the Cop; ¥ Mine 


Proved to Be Known—A Coroner’s Jury Fn 
That a Negro Parsamour Murdered Her 
At Her Father's Instigation. 


Special Correspondence of the Constitution. 
DOUGLASVILLE, March 23.— The copper 
mines in the northwest corner of Doug- 
las county have been the scene of the most 
intense excitement for the last week, in 
consequence of finding the remains of a Wwo- 
man andchild in oneof the shafts which have 
been abanuoned for the’ last twenty-five years. 


The circumstances are about these : 
From 1850 to 18565, 
done about two miles northeast of Villa Rica, 


in What was then Carroll county, in copper 


mining. About 1855 the work was stopped, 
and the mines lay idle and unproductive 
until “‘wome two since, when 
falling into the hands of some capitalists, 
they have been reopened and work on them 
begun again. In 1865, there tive’ three miles 
northwest fof Villa Rica,a Miss Bagwell, a 
woman about 27 years of age. Unfortunately 
she departed from the paths of virtue, al- 
though of a family that has been looked upon 
as being as upright, and respected as high- 
ly as any in Carroll county. About 
1860 or 1861 she _ gave birth to an 
illegitimate child. In 1865, more unfor- 
tunately still, it was ascertained that she 
would soon become the mother of another 
child, and to add to the deep mortification of 
her family and their friends, Madam Rumor 
said the child, when born, would be a negro. 
Matters went on from bad to worse, until in 
July, 1985, it was annouriced that,;Miss Mary 
Bagwell had left the paternal roof, and gone 
to Atlanta: with a party of negroes, 
who were then going to the 
federals in Atlanta. Among these neyroes 
was one Berney Hargraves, the reputed father 
of Miss Bagwell’s child. A day or two after 
she had disappeared, Barney went back to 
Bagwell’s, where he had been employed, and 
remained there until the early spring of 1566, 
when he left again, and went to Atlanta, 
where he remained for several years. No 
eifort was ever made by the family of Mary 
Bagwell to find her, as it was gen- 
erally rumored that she 
living with jarmney~ Hargraves, _ al- 
though many thought that she had been put 
out of the way. Her memory gradually died 
away, except among those who knew and

loved her when she was a winsome, virtuous 


girl,and many young people around Villa 
Kica never even heard her name mentioned 
until within the last few days. On Thursday, 
the 16th instant the company which isreopen- 
ing the copper mines, while working in what 
is known as the Hill shaft, found, 
ninety feet below the _ surface, the 
remains, or rather bones, of a woman and 
baby, covered with dirt, leaves, rocks, and 
water that had run into the shaft through the 
copper ore, They were brought to the surface, 
and as soon as they were ascertained to be 
human bones the coroner, F. M. Mitchell, 
was notified, who went and took charge of 
them. Immediately all the rnmors concern- 
ing the long lost Mary Bagwell were revived, 
and those who had all the white supposed her 
to be dead, came to the front with their rea- 
sons forso believing. Coroner Mitchell! em- 
pannelied a jury, and retained Colonei J. 8. 
James to conduct the investigation on the 
part of the state. After three days hard 
work, ard examining thirty-eight witnesses, 
the coroner’s jury returned the following ver- 
dict: 

Georgia, Douglas county: We, the jury 
impanneled by F. M. Miichell, coroner of 
said county, tu hold an inquest over the re- 
mains found in the copper mines known 
as the Hill shait, in said 
county, find that said remains 
are those of human beings, a woman and 
child ; we further find that said remains are 
those of Mary Bagwell and her unborn babe; 
we further find that she came to her death in 
the month of July, in the year 1865, by some 
foul means unknown to us; we further find 
that she came to her death at the hands of 
Barney Hargraves (colored), who, either alone 
or by the help of others, threw her 
body into the Hill copper shaft, we further 
find that Willis Bagwell, Wfley Bagwell and 
Charles Bagwell, the fatherand brothers of 
the said Maiy Bagwell, were cognizant of 
the crime, and kept their knowledge of the 


same from the ofticers of the law.

Among the remains were round a gold breast- 
pin, an old style guttapercha puff comb, and 
a silk neck ribbon about one yard long and 
two or three inches wide, in a perfect. state 
of preservation, except being somewhat 
faded, allof which were recognized by the 
old associates of Mary Bagwell as being 
her property. The coroner issued his 
warrant for the arrest of Barney 
Hargraves and the three Bagwells. Itis un- 
derstood that the negro, Hargraves accident- 
ally shot and killed himself some two or 
three miles from Atlanta a few years since. 
The Bagwells were immediately arrested by 
Deputy-Sheriff W. J. Kilgore and placed 
under $1,500 bonds for their appearance at the 
July term of Douglas superior court. 
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GOLD IN VIRGINIA. 


Mountains Full of It—Machinery and Capital Necded 
to Get It Out. 
Special Correspondence Philadelphia Times, 
LyncnsurG, March 18.—Minerals of all 
kinds abound in the state of Virginia. It is 


not generally known, however, that gold in | 
large quantities can be had if the proper ma- | 


chinery necessary to mine, crush and wash 
were on hand and in the hands of those who 
understand the business of mining. 

Seventy-three miles west of Lynchburg, on 
the Virginia and Tennessee branch of the 
Norfolk and Western railroad, the Allegheny 
springs are situated, and nine miles further 
west lies the town of Christiansburg, at the 
head of the valley of the Roanoke. This val- 
ley is hidden away between the Allegheny 
and Blue Ridge range of mountains. As it 
extends westward it begins to narrow at Bi 
Spring and at Christiansburg there is no ya}- 
ley leit worth speaking about. Six miles 
south of the latter town and eight miles south- 
west of the springs above mentioned the two 
ranges of mountains come to a point, one 
losing its identity in the other: and here is 
situated what is known as “the gold field,”’ 
ocean territory of thirty-eight square 
mies in the counties of Montgomery 
Floyd. Why itis called a field it is Abe gow 
say, because there are no fields about—noth- 
ing but mountainsides, ravines and water 
courses, and as wild a locality as one would 
desire tosee. That gold in the dust, in the 
small nugget andin the lump is abundant 
there is apparently no shadow of a doubt, and 
in ten years from now the locality will be 
better and more generally known than it is 
at present.

Professor Fontaine, when asked for his opin- 
ion in relation to the yield, said that the pros- 
pects for finding gold in large quantities 
there were better than in the early days of 
California. There were at least two hundred 
men working along’the creek, and the pro- 
fessor said that with a patent washing machine 
he could get more gold out of the dirt they 
threw aside than they got out of what they 
called choice dirt. Pointing to Pilot moun- 
tain, he said that all the gold those men were 
finding was washed down from there; that the 
mountain was filled with gold, but it required 
capital and machinery to get it out, and that 
the people now at work would never realize 
the benefit of their early findings, because 
was only a question of time when the lan 
would change owners and then that section 
of Virginia would bloom and a city would 
spring up in a night. 

When the Times representative last paid a 
visit to the gold tields the amateur miners had 
moved their quarters to Laurel's creek, eight 
miles south of Brush creek, and were toiling 
away with fair success, Their mode of living 
was about the same as in all camps of the 
kind. They go orsend to Christiansburg for 
supplies, paying for everything needed in 
dust or nuggets, being allowed seventy-five 
cents a pennyweight fer the gold. Out of the 
thirty-five or forty stores in the county seat 
of Montgomery there is not one whose shelves 
are not filled with bottles or jars containin 
gold, all of which is sent to Philadelphia an 
New York and sold for ninety-five centsa 
penny weight. ¥ 

The whole territory is watered several 
running brooks and streams, the shickor which 
are Laurel and Brush creeks, which empty 
into the upper Roanoke river, not very far 
from the Alleghany springs. The pe - 
along the Brush are owned by a man named - 
Waters, who was born in that wild region, 
and like the Indians he is opposed to new 
comers from any section; and this is one 
reason why the gold fields of Virginia are not 
better known. The other lands along the 
Laurel and elsewhere are owned by several 
parties to the manor born, among whom is 
John Sumpter, a conductor on the Norfolk 
and Western railroad, the president of which 
resides in Philadelphia. 

The lead or vein crosses the Roanoke river 
into Poor Mountain and along down the Blue 
Ridge to Goochland and Buckingham coun- 
ties, a distance of two hundred miles, where 
there are regularly-worked gold mines. In 
the latter county there is amine valued at 
two million dollars, which is owned by a nor- 
thern company. 

The scenery in the locality above described 
is grand, wild and lovely. Blackfish and trout 
are plentiful in the river and creeks, and wild 
game, from the bear and the deer down tothe 
pheasant, arein profusion. Besides, theshin 
yellow metal is there, and this spring all 
hands will turn out again washing for gold, 
promising to give the landed proprietors one- 
fourth of the yielld—which they seldom do,

He Also Continues His Lamentations and Talks 
Wiser Than Usual—He Tells Some Good 
Stories, Too, About Judges Lochrane, 
Texas Ranger and the Independen s.

Nipped in the bud. It looks like there is 
no security from anything. Ours was no 
second-hand orchard; we planted it and 
the blooms have for three years looken so 
sweet and promising, and now this is the 
third year the fruit has been killed. I sup- 
pose we could have built little fires all about, 
but who knows when to build ’em. It is poor 
comfort to build *em when there is no danger, 
and itis hard to tell when there is danger. 
Reckon we will just have to keep the orchard 
for the flowers, like we do a crab apple 
tree, for they are mighty pretty. 
One of my nabors lives right 


under the western slope of a mountain 
and his fruit is never killed. He had plenfy 
last year but the sun don’t rise at his house 
till its ‘about two hours higli and that 
folks at all. Well, it 
might suit the felks but it wouldn't suit my 
business. It would be dinner time before 
breakfast. The peach crop is very uncertain 
among these Cherokee hills, but most every- 
body can have a few trees around the house 
where they are protected. We can’t expect 
to have all the good things in our place. My 
Irish potatoes were killed down the other 
-morning and that hurt my feelings for I was 
a little proud that I was ahead of 
my nabors. But they will come 
out again and _= so there is some 
conitort left and a good deal of hope. Hope 
says the peaches are not all killed for a man 
can’t examine all the blooms and maybe 
there will be enough for the children. That 
is the main thing after all; enough for the 
children is what the world is working for: 
enough money, or land, or food and clothing; 
enough pleasure and happiness. How we do 
love ’em and worry over ’em by night and by 
day. If we had nochildren I think I would 
just quit work and toil right suddenly and—go 
atishing. But there is not much time to frolic 
on a farm at this season of the year, for my 
almanac says, ‘About this time plant corn,” 
and we are doing it all around these 
parts. J can sit on my pazzer and look 
into five farms and see the darkeys 
and the mules and hear em, too, and its gee 
and haw, and git along Pete, and whar you 
,Wine Nell, come round dar, I tell you; and 
theres no end to this kind of affectionate. one- 
sided discourse until the horn blows for din- 


ner, and then the most knowing mules give a 
bray all round. Its astonishing how much 
they do know and can be made to understand.

one pull at a reot unless the darkey who 
plowed him hollered out, ‘‘Rottea root, I tel!

relation between niggers and mules, a sort of 
a treaty of peace and equality, for there is no 
other animal can stund the darkey and 
there’s no other human ean get along in 
peace with a mule. . When they are alone 
together in a big tield with long rows the dar- 
key talks to him all along the line and the 
mule listens in respectful silence but if two 
drkies are plowing together they talk to one 
another andthe mules are snubbed. There 
isa power of corn being planted this spring 
and not much more than halfa crop of cotton 
so far as my observation goes. I hope we will 
make enough food forthe country tor we can 
do with less clothing better than be stinted in 
vittels. There isa power of folks dependent 
upon the farmers and a great responsibil- 
itv upon us. Politics raises a mighty rumpus 
and takes up a sight of room in the newspa- 
pers, but when you compare it with farming 
at all seems sorter like a monkey show that is 
going on for amusement, and the farmers feel 
like doing like Judge Stewart's Texan Ranger, 
who went to see an amateur musical perform- 
ance in Rome one night during the war. He

Anniston the most remarkable chapter of 
American enterprise and success given to the 
press in our remembrance.

The parallel between 
these cities is lost when we remember that 
Pullman is backed by an enormous company 
with a capital of over $20,000,000, while An- 
niston is the private enterprise of two men. 
It therefore stands unique in the history of 
cities. 

We yield with pleasure al] necessary space 
in which to tell its story, because the world 
shoald know what these two men have done. 
All the statesmen that have been sent to 
Washington in the present decade have not 
brought results equal to theirs, and they will 
command, as they deserve, the praise of all 
mea, Tur ConstiruTion is proud to be the 


medium through which the details of their 


work is first given to the public, and we call 
attention to the lesson it carries to all the 
world. Nowhere is there such an opening 


who are in the habit of preying upon their 
kind in the vast jungles of trade and commerce, 
be paying him a very high compliment; 
and yet the truth must be told. He was 
far simpler than a great many children 
of the present day; and this was not the least 
attractive feature of his character. He was 
social, even covivial, but those who found 
him social were compelled to break down the 
barriers of a remarkable diffidence.

Colonel Thompson always had a fondness

Circumstances, how- 
ever, led him in another direction, and if he 
did not make a fortune he certainly made rep- 
utation as an editor. 

His most enduring fame, however, is based 
on ‘Major Jones’s Courtship,” the only prose 
pastoral in our literature, and one of the first, 
if not the very first, contributions to a dis 
tinctive American literature. Colonel Thomp- 
son made little or nothing from the remarka- 
ble suecess of this book, but the warm appre- 
ciation of the public delighted his diffidence.

PARDONED AT LAST. 


Kate Sothern Receives the Governor's Pardon and Is 
a Free Woman. 

The readers of THE CoNsTITUTION are all familiar 
with the story of Kate Sothern, who killed Narcissa 
Cowart, her rival in the affections of her husband, 
county, some yeurs ago. She was 
sentenced to death for the killing. 
The governor, in response to petitions from 
every state in the union in view of the justice of the 
case commuted the death sentence to ten years im- 
prisonment. On yesterday he granted her a full 
pardon, and she is this morning a free woman. The 
pardon was written out about 4 o’clock and was 
handed to her about 6 o’clock by Dr. Thomas 
Raines, the physician of the penitentiary.

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STREETS AND SEWERS. 


A Street Comimilasioner of Baltimore Makes Some 
Sharp Strictures on Atlanta. 

Mr. J. H. Tegmeyeris in the city ona visit to Mr. 
Rhode Hill. Mr. Tegmeyer has been for fourteen 
years the street commissioner of Baltimore, and in 
charge of the improvements on her streets and 
sewers. Under his supervision millions of dollars 
have been spent, and thereis probably no man in 
the city combining with such admirable sagacity 
and large and vuried an 
experience in actual superintendence of street re- 
pairand improvement. Mr. Tegmeyer naturally 
takes a deep interest in the matter of streetsin At- 
lanta, and although he is at present om a tour that 
was intended to give him rest after his continuous 
service, he has investigated the local situation 
thoroufhly. A CONSTITUTION men called 
on Mr. Tegmeyer on yesterday aud 
asked him if he would not give the public the ben- 
efit of his views on Ailanta and her street improve- 
ments. He said: 

‘| do not eare to obtrude my opinion on the 
community to which lam a comparative stranger, 
but since you have asked it I will say that Atlanta, 
in my a@pinion, stands now before the most decisive 
crisis in her existence. Behind her is the period 
of patched streets and make-shifts; before herisa 
period of permanent street improvements. Her 
pastis a record of the village and the town; her 
future must be the history ofa city. It 1s so easy 
for you to make a mistake by coinmencing wrong 
that evena stranger feels an interest in what she is 
about to do.’”’ 

‘‘In what direction could she mistake?’’ 

‘In almost any direction. If she siarts wrong 
now the errors she commits in — Start- 
ing will become deeper as she pro- 
gresses. It will be impossible to correct them with- 
out going back to the beginning, and it will require 
a great deal of nerve to tear up what has been paid 
forand startairesh. Icould not give you a better 
example of what I mean than is furnished by my 
own city of Baltimore. We have just applied for 
ermission to issue seven million dollars worth of 
conde, with which we propose to tear up our 
entire system of sewage and re- 
bvild it from the beginning. When we 
started this work, we followed the course of cer- 
tain streams that ran through the city. Enormous 
sums of money were spent on our sewers to make 
them conform to the devious ways and still carry 
off the filth of the city. At last we are forced to 
the conclusion that all we have done has been 
futile and foolish, and now ata cost of millions we 
are forced to tear up and destroy what it has 
cost us millions to put down, and begin 
anew with a proper scheme. One item, that 
of condemning private property alone, under which 
our sewers have begun will cost us hundreds of 
thousands of doliars. Nothing could be more fatal 
than fora city to start her sewerage system accord- 
ing toanimperfect plan.”’ 

“What is Atlanta to do?’ 

‘You ought to get the commission to at once de- 
vise, under the best engineering skill, a 
system of sewerage for the entire city that 
would meet every demand of the future and 
every need of the present. When you have done 
this you should work with mathematical exactness 
in the carrying out of this play. If you could only 
spend one thousand dollars per annumevery dollar 
of this should be spent in the prosecution of a fixed 
and inexorable scheme of sewerage. Then you 
will mak no mistake; when your system is com- 
pleted it will be properly done, comprehen- 
sive and thorough, 1 have never’ seen 
th city anywhere that has 
same natural advantages for proper sewage as At- 
Janta; with small cost and little skill a scheme 
could be presented that would drain every foot of 
the city and insure you the best of sewage. There 
is vo excuse for making a mistake except in con- 
linuing the practicegf patching here and there and 
of rushing local sewers wherever they are needed 
to carry off local filth.”’ 

‘Well, what about the streets?”’ 

*‘At last you have determined to treat your streets 
as you should have treated them at first. Enough 
hassbeen wasted in patching and repairing your 
maim streets to have paved them in the most ex- 
pensive style from one end to the other. At last 
you have discovered that you must have permanent 
improvement, and you are now where you should 
have been ten years ago. In other words you have 
made the same mistake in the streets that I warn

TABLE TALK.. 


What Is In the Market that is Good to Eat. 

This is the season of the year when the Atlanta 
housewife is compelled to bestir herself if she 
succeeds in presenting a tempting array of eatables 
at meal time. The vegetable market is almost bare 
and contains nothing that is specially tempting. 
There are some gocd cabbages at from five to six 
cents a pound and some new Irish potatoes at sev- 
enty-five cents a peck. These vegetables are all 
right but they are placed alonside of some rather 
wilted bunches of radishes and turnips and small 
vegetables of asimilar character. The turnip salad 
that is offered is of a poor quality generally. There 
isa very good supply of Englifh peas from Florida, 
atten cents quart, and some snap beans from 
Mobile and Key Westat 12% centsa quart. New 
onions are going at reasonable prices. There are 
some few beets amd squashes, the latter selling at 
from 75 cents toadoliar a dozen. They are from 
Florida. There is some lettuce grown near the 
city, which sells at five cents a head or fifty centsa 
dozen. In the way of eggs the market is well sup- 
plied at16%4 cents. Chickens are from 2 to 35, ac- 
cording to size and quality. Dressed chickens are out 
of the market. There is some scarcity in the beef 
and pork market for good meats. In the centrally 
located markets the best steak sells at 15cents; or- 
dinary roasts bring 12, and loin roasts are 15 cents. 
Pork is selling at 15 cents, but the demand is de- 
creasing. Inthe way of dainties in canned goods 
the marketis supplied with findon baddies at 40 
centsa quart. The demand for canned goods con- 
tinues spirited. Thefruit market is very well sup- 
plied. Strawberries, while more plentiful, are still 
held at high figures. ‘The best are 50 cents a 
quart, while a quality not so good sells at 
forty cents. Bananas are plentiful and sell at from 
£1.50to82abunch. Pine applesare $3.00 a dozen. 
There is notan oversupply. Good oranges are not 
easy to get. ‘hose that are offered sell at from 40 
to wWcentsa dozen. Apples toreating purposes are 
sold at 75 cents a peck. Layer figs are 25 cents a 
pound. In the way of fish there is a very good sup- 
Trout are 10 cents and mullet 8 cents. Shad 
brought in from Newborn, S&S. C., and 

sell at35 cents for bueks and 75 cents for roes. 
Snappers are from 8 to 10 cents and there is 
a good supply. Sheephead are beginning to come 
in at from Sto l0cents. They will be plentiful. It 
is about t.me for pompano, which, when they 
come, Will sell for $7.25 a pair. Lake fish still con- 
tinue in market, but a better supply is expected 
next week. Some fresh water trout will be in dur- 
ing the week. Brunswick oysters are in their 
prime, and are selling at 55c. a quart or $1 agallon,

Ten years ago there 
was scarcely a sign of the present magnifi- 
cence visible. [In 1872 Anniston was. not 
even a railroad station, Blue Mountain, the 


terminus, being two miles above here. 

If the people of Calhoun’ county 
had had an idea of what was promised 
them when Mr. Samuel Noble, of Rome, 
Ga., came there or what he had in view 
by stopping at Blue Mountain in ‘72, well 
might they have asked, ‘““What wind had 
blown him hither?’ ButI doubt if even Mr. 
Noble had a thorough knowledge of vwhat his 
enterprise promised then. Wonderfully, and 
almost with the rapidity of a mushroom, the 
interests have grown, grown, grown, until, 
from the then small beginning, the place nas 
developed into one of the leading points of 
interest on the American continent. Jndeed 
I do not know of more than one town in the 
union of the character that bears a greater 
importance on its very face as Anniston. 
Much has been written about it, but 
nothing has yet appeared in any prints that 
gave a satisfactory idea of the magnificence of 
the enterprise or the great natural advantages 
of the general situation of the town. AS a 
manufacturing ce ater, it promises to be as of 
much importance tothe south as Pullman- 
ville is to the west or Lowell to the east. 

ORIGIN OF ANNISTON. 

As stated above, it was in 1872, April 27th, 
that the histéry of Anniston commenced. At 
that time Mr. Samuel Noble, an Englishman 
by birth, buta Georgian by adoption anda 
resident and leading manufacturer of Rome, 
Ga., closed an investment ina large track of 
land at what was then Blue Mountain. Be- 
fore the completion to Dalton of the Selma, 
Rome and Dalton road Blue Mountain was 
the terminus. During the late war between 
the states, befora Anniston had been dreamed 
of as Anniston, aelarge furnace was estab- 
lished here and operated for the confederate 
government. The place, I failed to mention 
was incorporated originally as ‘‘Woodstock,”’ 
aname suggested by the coincidence of the 
English town of that name being situated 
near Oxford, of university fame. The town 
of Oxford, Alabama, is only two miles 
from here, hence the origin and peculiar as- 
sociation of the name of Woodstock. The 
recollection of the English Woodstock is in 
connection with what I read about the 
Cromwetlian wars, and the efforts of the 
Stewart pretenders to regain possecsion of the 
British crown. The Alabama Woodstock 
does not join a university town by any means, 
but there are tales of war, and signs of war's 
sad havoc here even to thisday. Tle main 
furnace was destroyed by a raiding party of 
federals under the leadership of Generai 
(‘roxton, whose brigade had been cut off from 
General Wilson's command nearSelma. The 
same command destroyed a number of south- 
ern iron works, cotton mills and other manu- 
facturing establishments. 

Mr. Noble, before conimencing the gigantic 
schemes of developing his huge purchase of 
lands at Woodstock, associated with him Mr. 
Alfred L. Tyler, son of General Dan Tyler, 
and the two together commenced the task in 
double harness. Mr. Tyler was chosen presi- 
dent, and Mr. Noble secretary and treasurer. 
The two obtained a charter under the name 
of ‘The Woodstock lron company,” and also 
a charter for ‘The Town of Anniston.’ There 
is a pretty and delicate bit of romance attach- 
ed tothe naming of the place, which does 
credit alike to the heart and sentiment of the 
distinguished president. His wife is named 
Annie, and in her honor the name was con- 
tracted from Annistown to Av*iniston; under 
this latter name the Alabama legislature 
vranted the charter in 1872. 

PRESIDENT ALFRED TYLER. 

Mr.Tyler is a son of General Dan Tyler, and 
not ason of General E. BL. Tyler, the postmas- 
ter of Baltimore. General Dan Tyler is an old 
West Pointer. His son is 47 years old and is 
in every way a remarkable man. Possessed 
of great executive ability, his tact in man- 
aving his large interests here is not to be 
wondered at. Mr. Tyler came to Georgia in 
1806, and was superintendent of the Macon 
and Western railroad until 1865. After that 
he was general superintendent of the Phila- 
delphia and Erie road, a branch of the Penn- 
sylvania Central, until 1870. From that time 
until here in 1875, he was president of the 
(‘arolina Central. 

MR. SAMUEL NOBLE 
has done more for the development of the in- 
dustrial interests of the south than perhaps 
any other man. His father is an English- 
man of sagacity, practical education and en- 
ergy. His brothers are without exception, I 
believe, engaged in practical enterprises. The 
Nobles’s established heavy iron works in 
Rome, Georgia, including rolling mill. nail 
factory, car works, stove and hollow-ware fac- 
tory—they built the admirable system of 
water works in that city, and contributed in 
many ways to her prosperity. In all these en- 
terprises Mr. Samuel Noble was the principal 
head. <A few vears ago he determined tagle- 
velop the rich iron beds of Alabama. and se- 
lected the present site of his works. He has 


given himself with enthusiasm tothe work of 


building up Anniston, being so absorbed that 
his health failed entirely, and he had to tuke

ITS SITUATION, 

If ever place offered inspiration for the 
poet’s sweet songs or presented a sublime per- 
spective for the artist’s brush. certainly a 
view of Anniston obtained from anv of the 
hills presents that offering.

pairs. The furnaces never stop for Sunday, 
and are kept going night and day withouta 
moment's 5 wh These furnaces cost each 
about $100,0000 and turn out every year about 
15,000 tons of iron. Besides these two fur 
naces, the Woodstock iron company have re- 
cently bought the Alabama furnaces, some 
ten miles below here, at a cost of $240,000, 
and with this addition they are now the see- 
ond _ largest charcoal iron 
in the United States; tie an- 
nual number of tons of iron mar- 
keted by them being from 20,000 to 22,000 
tons. But one other man in the waion pro- 
duces more than this—Mr. Barnum, of Salis- 
bury, Conn., who gets out every year about 
30,000 tons. The value of this immense yield 
of iron gotten out by the Woodstock com- 
pany is estimated at about $500,000, rating it 
at from thirty-five to thirty-eight dollars per 
ton. The value of the iron produced by the 
Anniston furnaces alone amecunts to about 
$550,000, a fabulous sum indeed, when fairly 
considered. Bnt even these staggering fig- 
ures could be quadrupled by building addi- 
tional furnaces, for the iron ore is practically 
without an end in any spot of the 30,000 
acres of land owned by the company. I for- 
yotto mention that with the Alabama and 
Clifton iron companies lately bought by 
Messrs. Tyler & Noble, were 12,000 acres of 
land, so that now these two gentlemen own 
nearly 42,000 acres of the richest mineral 
lands to be found in the _~ entire 
world. They are constantiy buying more 
land, so that is not unreasonable to expect 
that they will soon own 50,000 acres. The 
price of the pig iron as quoted a_ few lines 
above is from the published markets of 
Chicago, Cincinnati and St. Louis. 
THE QUALITY OF WOODSTOCK IRON, 

Owing to the very remarkable superiority 
ef Woodstock iron, the company is never 
without orders, and could sonality dispose of 
ten times their present production. For 
about three vears they kept a practical chemi- 
ist on the ground who did nothing but 
analysis the ores and make experiments with 
the iron in its different stages. As a result 
of this wise step, the ¢ron from Woodstock is 
now classed asthe ‘‘best southern,” and is 
sold from Maine to California, and from 
Canada to Mexico, the question seeming to 
be among the consummers, who shall get the 
Woodstock iron. As Mr. Noble very truth- 
fully said tome: “The facet that you can 
not see more than one or two days output on 
hand shows how those who want iron regard 
its quality.” 

The iron is used principaliy for making car 
wheels, and seems especially adapted to that 
purpose, perhaps more so than any iron found 
in this country. It chills deeper and wears 
longer than any other. This result was ob 
tained only after the most painstaking, patient 
and laborious mixing of ores by the chemist 
so long employed. These experiments were 
always under the personal care of our Samuel 
Nobie, who is a born iron king and whose en- 
tire life has been spent in the business. It is 
the hardness of the chill, tenacity and 
strength of each that has given such a won- 
derful uniformity to the Woodstock iron and 
inade it so superior as ear wheel iron. Soit 
would seem that in addition to the naturally 
advantageous qualities of the ores found at 
Anniston, the owners have added a bit of 
brilliant common sense—if I may use that ex- 
pression—and by a succession» of victories 
over the stubborn metal, have brougit to the

Furnace No. 2 was blown in August 2S in 
1879, and has been in constant blast since 
that time with the exception of necessary 
stoppages for incidental repairs. Furnace No 2, 
while having the same size stack, hearth, ete., 
as No. J, isin its general arrangements and 
construction a very decided improvement. 
No. 1 is a bank furnace, the. coal sheds, one 
crusher, etc., being on a level with the top of 
the stack. Thisis not the case with No. 2. 
Material for it is carried to the top by means 
of a steam hoist.

Through the kindness of Mr. Alfred L. Ty- 
ler I was shown through this factory which 
has now been in full operation only about a 
vear. It is of the finest in the country, and 
fitted ont with the most modern machinery. 
The byjiding is a massive and imposing struc- 
ture of pressta brigk, tne latter made vy 
machinery on the place. The factory is three 
stories hich and about 3(%) feet long and 50 feet 
wide, being ornamented with a handsome 
bell tower in front, anda huge brick smoke- , 
stack, the latter being 130 feet in height. The about 360,000 worth of 
engine that propels the world of machinery by steam. 
inside is of beautiful model and was made by 
the Buckeye Engine company, of Ohio. Itis 
350 horse power and capable of running 
double the quantity of machinery now 
at workin the mill. At present the number 
of spindles is 10,800, every one of which go 
whirling through the long hours of the day, 
giving employment to over 300 operatives. 
There are 320 looms in operation, from which 
are turned out every month 400,000 yards of 
us fine sheeting as can be produced anywhere 
in the country, The mill cost originally 32709,- 
WOO, butas the company keeps a full year's 
supply of cotton on hand always, the total 
cost of the entireinvestment foots up to about

| askea Mr. Tyler how the mill was paying, 
bt as the enterprise is strictly a private one, 
he replied that an exact statement had not 
yet been made.

The leaping, surging sea of flame impelled

Mr. DeGive has instructed Architect Leo to 
yrepare plans for a modification of the opera- 
i on the east side as soom as the season is 
over.

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‘Death of Mre. Volkert V. Bullock. 

It is our painful duty to announce the death 
of another of the valued and prominent old resi- 
dents of Albion, which occurred on Monday morn- 
ing just, aftera short and comparatively painless 
iliness. About eight years ago Mrs. Bullock suf- 
fered a marked and severe stroke of paralysis, 
from which she recovered under the skillful attend- 
ance of her physician, Mrs, Watson, end retained 
the full possession of her faculties and the ability 
to conduci the affairs of her household, and pre- 
side over her beaitiful home. But the functions of 
her physical system were impaired, and despite 
the most solicitious attention of her physician and 
the loving care Of her family, she-finally surren- 
dered to the messenger of death with a calm forti- 
tude and uneclouded faith—a fit ending of a most 
noble ard useful Christian Jife. 

Mrs. Bullock was the daushtér ef the late Rufus 
f& prominént merchant of Albany, and 
Albion with her husband in 1840, making 
a valued accession to that circle of eminent citi- 
zens who have given to Albion a moral and intel- 
lectual character above most villages of western 
New York. Gifted with refinement, education, 
rare conversational talent anda pecufiarly winning 
and attractive temperament, she became the favor:

vears she has been under our root. We cannot 
iand neither shall she) forgec the many night vigils 
we have kept over her, both in sickness— and in 
health, as well asthe various Manlicsialions We 
have shown to her of our love. We have pu: 
chased for ber the best materiak for which to make 
her clothes, as the bills from the merchants and

mantuamakers will testifv. This is the fifth time 
she hus ran away, not counting the wany 
nights she has stolen off to our friends living in the 
remote parts of the city, telling them that we had 
vivenfour consent for her to spend the gnight with 
them, Which of course was always doubted, and 
almost invariably after Lena had passed the night 
with any of them, insinuations ot wrong Was made 
against her, and more than once we have had to 
surrender the friendship existing between us, for 
our repelling with all the force we commanded, 
the imputation of wrong cast upon her.
